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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Tlie proposed amendment to claims 1,2, 7, 9, 39, and 40 "corresponds to" raises new issue that would 
require further consideration and search. Said phrase "corresponds to" raises the issue of indefinite under 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph because it is not clear that Applicants intend the peptide or fusion protein to be open or close. One of ordinary skill in the art 
cannot appraise the metes and bounds of the claimed invention. If intendes to be open, it is suggested that the claims be amended to 
recite "comprising" If intends to be close, it is suggested that the claims be amended to recite "consisting of. Further, the proposed 
amendment to claim 9 "fusion protein correpsonding to SEQ ID NO: 4" raises the issue of new matter and new issue that would require 
further consideration. The specification discloses that SEQ ID NO: 4 is a CH3/CH4 domain of dog IgE and not a fusion protein. 
Applicants have not pointed out where the support for "fusion protein corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 4" comes from. 
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
